The Troubles in Salvador. 


By Telerraph to the Post-Drsratrcr. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—Further par- 
ticulars, giving a complete insight into the 
recent disturbance in Salvador, Central 
America, have just been brought to light from 
semi-oficial sources. The sudden death of 
Gen. Menendez, President of Salvador, the 
assumption ‘of power by Gen. Carlos Ezeta 
and the attitude oe Guatemala in the present 
crisis, all have a” bearing toward each other 
and tend toshow the possible outcome of the 
difficulty. Thereis afeeling which pervades 
Oentral America just now that the ratification 
ofthe Central American Union, which was 
agreed upon by the delegates of the five re- 
publics of Guatemala, Honduras, Salvador, 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica in San Salvador in 
December last, will not be completed on the 
16th of September next. In the first place the 
treaty of the Union has to be ratified by each 
ofthe individual congresses of the separate 
States, and this has not yet been done by 
either Nicaragua or Costa Rica. The treaty 
will only come before the Costa Rica Congress 
in next December, and before thatof Nicara- 
gua in February of next year as there has 
been no session of Congress in the latter re- 
publicthis year. It is pretty clearly given to 
understand by those two. named republice 
that neither one of them will ratify the Ventral 
Awerican Union compact, as they are assured 
that a scheme is afoot whereby it is intended 
that the Guatemalan element shall predomi- 
nato. Neither the Nicaraguans nor the Costa 
Ricans have a superabundance of love for the 
Guatemalans. The reasons are historical ones 
and not be repeated here. 

UNSETTLED STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

The present unsettied state of affairs in 
Salvador had its origin with the burning of 
the national palace in San Salvador in Novem- 
ber of last year, and tothis day the cause of 
the conflagration has never been correctly as 
certalued. When the palace was burned dll 
the archives ot the Government of Salvador, 
consisting of treaties and other valuable his- 
torical and political documents, as well asthe 
accounts of the Treasury, were all completely 
destroyed, nothing whatever being saved, It 
was currentiy rumored at the time thatthe 
fire was the work of an incendiary sent over to 
Salvador by Guatemala, and the object of the 
fire was to lustitute a revolutionary move- 
ment to depose Gen. Menendez from the 
presidential chair. Besides, it was aleo 
said that there existed several secret 
compacts or treaties with Guatemala in 
which the latter country had pledged her- 
selfto certain obilgations toward Salvador 
which she, did not wishto keep, or rather 
which she did not deem it ta her interests to 
have hanging over head like the sword of 
Damocies, Suffice it to say these secret 
treaties cannot now be found, eitner in Sal- 
davor or Guatemala, although they fare 
known to have existed up to within a few 
months past. The secret treaties originated 
in the war of the Central American Union in 
1885, when Gen. Barrios was kilied and the 
Guatemalan armies completely routed after 
the death of their leader. Salvador then had 
the whip band over Guatemala and the 
latter country, threatened by an internal 
struggle, was compelled to 


continued to keep these treaties as a sort of a 
ebeck forany undue influence which Guate- 
mala might try to exercise over her. But now 
that Salvador’s palace and its contents had 
been destroyed, and Guatemala being the sole 
possessor of the only copies extant, she was 
not so foolisn ae then to display them to ber 
disadvantage. Zergo quietly suppressed them. 
Then began the real trouble. Guatemala 
made proposals to Menendezto control the 
coming Saivador Congress in the presidential 
election, which should take place next Febru- 
ary, and then advocated for President Gen. 
Camilo  Alzerese, the highest min- 
tary chief in Guatemala after the 
Secretary of War. Gen. Alzerese is a 
native of San Salvaderand consequently ell- 
gible to the presidency of Salvador; but at 
the same time he is hand and glove with Pres- 
ident Barilias of Guatemala, and is couse- 
quently not liked by the natives of his natal 
country. ent Menendez would not 
agree to th easure proposed by the Guate- 
malan and Feferred to the treaties of 1885. 
Gua a boldly denied the existence of the 
— — 

DARED SALVADOR TO DO HER WORST. 
President Menendez then became thoroughly 
terrorized and promised Guatemala to do her 
bidding. The latter having gained her point 
sought to push matters still further, and to 
thisendshe compelled President Menendez 
to enter into a tripartite treaty with Guate- 
mala, Honduras and Salvador, to the effect 
that if Costa Rica and Nicaragua did not ratify 
the union of the five States in September next, 
the three former were to compe! the latter 
two by warlike measures. These two over- 
tures got wind among the people of Salvador, 
who did not at all relish the projects of Pres!- 
dents Barillas and Menendez. The ! atter’s 
Cabinet at once resigned and the people 
called upon Menendez to vacate hia chair. 
This ne declined to do, but offered to recon- 
sider his declination. The people were not 
content and he was poisoned ata banquet 
xivento a new Cabinet which he had just 
formed. The sel@ction of Gen. Carlos Ezeta 
us temporary sident pleased the people. 
Ezeta had formefly been commander of the 
troops at the Port of La Union and played the 
principal part in saving Salvador from a 
bloody revolution in August and September, 
1887, and he le, moreover, athorough hater 
of Guatemala. Guatemala, however, is not 
at all pleased and she is doing all in her 
power to secure the co-operation of Honduras 
toward an absorption of Saivador by the two 
former countries co-jointly. 

GEN. FABIO MORAN, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 2.—Gen. Fablo 
Moran, formerly commander ofa division in 
the army in San Salvador, who was forced to 
leave his country at the time of the election of 
the late President Menendez and take refuge 
in San Francisco, where he has been living 
since, will sail from here Thursday for San 
Salvador. Gen. Moran held a number of po- 
sitions of trust in his native country, among 
them belng that oft Minister ot War. In 1886 
he was the Republican candidate for President 
of the republic, but was defeated by Gen. 
Menendez. Just after the latter’s election he 
issued an order for Moran to leave the coun- 
try at once under pain of death. Gen. Moran 's 
return to San Salvador is due to the recent 
death of President Menendez, and also to a 
cablegram said to have been received from a 
leading government official at San Salvador. 
urging Moran toreturn and intimating that 
he would find opportunity to succeed Menen- 
dez as President.

THE DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION AT 
SCRANTON, PA., TO-DAY: 


A Large Attendance of Delegates and Party | 
Leaders—The Pattison Snpporters Show | 


Great Strength— Wm. F. Harrity Elected 
Permanent Chairman—The Platform Re- 
perted by the Committee on Resolutions. 


SCRANTON, Pa., July 2.—Notwithstanding 
the great crowds of Democrats that bave been 
filling the streets and the hotels tor @ day or 
two the conventfon ball was very slow in 
filling up. This perhaps was due to a driving 
rainstorm that broke over the city early this 
morning and kept up until after the hour set 
for the convention. The delegates, the 
workers and the lookers-on remained in the 
hotels until nearly 10 o’clock. When State 
Chairman Kisner came into the hall there 
were not a dozen people in the galleries, 
and less than half the delegates were 
in their seats. After 10 o’clock the 
delegates began to come in with a rush ana 
both galleries rapidiy filled up. The senti- 
ment was as it had been all along—strongly 
in favor of Pattison. The Wallace men had 
abandoned their claim of 1% delegates for 
their candidate and sald the result depended 
upon the field. The Pattison people were 
confident that they would win on the first bal- 
lot. The Wallace men would not concede 
this and asserted thatthe field was stronger 
than Pattison. The Pattison men’s dold 
move in naming Wm. F. Harrity, the leader 


of their forces, for permanent chairman was 


regarded as a clever stroke of policy. The 
Wallace men decided to pis Judge 
Church of Meadville against Har- 
rity. Church is a strong friend of 
of Wallace, but he is a Pattison delegate. The 
result of the fight on permanent Chairman 
will decide the contest for the nomination of 
Governor. It was 10:30 o’clock when Chair- 
man Kisner called the convention to order and 
Instructed Secretary Need to read the call. 
After the reading of the call the Secretary 
called the roll of delegates. The roll-call ran 
along smoothly enough until Blair County 
was reached. There is a contest in that county 
and the Pattison men were placed on the roll.

The following is the platform of the Pena- 
syivania Democracy:

3. That local tux reform is necessary in 
order thatthe taxation for county, municipal 
and township purposes may be equalized, the 
unjust discrimination against land values 
and im favor of certain kinds of personal 
property under existing laws may be cor- 
rected, and that the farmer may ve relieved 
oithe double tax on the value of his farm and 
the b pine + ary of the mortgage which may 
stand against it. 

4. That the law requiring that the surplus in 
the State Treasury shall be invested in State 
or United States bonds must be observed and 
executed. 

5. That we recur with pride to the adminis- 
tration of ex- President Grover Cleveland, and 
challenge comparison of the courage, fidelity 
and integrity of that administration with the 
duplicity, vacillation and corrupt surround- 
ings of that now in power. 

6. That we favor such a policy with re- 
gard to the coinage of sitver as will keep both 
gold and silver coins in circulation, or Treas- 
ury notes redeemnabie in the same. 

7. That the right to be apprentices to 
a trade sbouild not be subject to the restric- 
tions of race and nativity, but should be en- 
joyed equaily by the youth of the State with- 
out distinction, except as to merit. 

8. That we deprecate and denounce 
unequal apportionments of districts for the 
election of Representatives in Congress and 
we believe that the voters of the State should 
be allowed to make their own’ apportion- 

ments, which they could do if no apportion- 
ment were made by law and each voter 
were permitted to enst one vote for 
one candidate for Congress and no more.

THE ICE COMBINE’S GRAB.- 


The ice men whipped the monopoly 
horse into a breakneck pace yesterday. 
They began to ride rough shod over oon- 
sumers and to trample the poor altogether 
under foot. They are working the. situa- 
tion for all it is worth. 

The promised announcement of July 1 
was promulgated by all the dealers. It is 
1 cent per pound and no delivery of orders 
for less than 10 cents’ worth. To the rich 
this means merely larger ice bills; to 
those of various degrees of moderate 
means it signifies a stinting of 
the ice supply or & sacrifice 
of other comforts in order to 
enjoy the luxury of ice, or both; to the 
very poor it means no ice and all the suf- 
fering that it implies. The effect of this 
immense advance in the price of ice, 
amounting nearly toa doubling of rates, 
does not stop at this single commodity. 
The price of ice in hot weather enters 
largely into the expense account of the 
butcher, the milkman and other trades- 
men. They must advance prices in order 
to meet the additional cost put upon them. 
The result is increased cost of living and 
greater hardships on the poor. 

These things could be borne with more 
patience if the position of the ice dealers 
were reasonable and their actions were 
not distinguished by insatiable greed. 
Were the weather cool and the demand 
for ice slight their prices, no doubt, 
would be advanced only slightly, but 
the weather being hot and the de- 
mand great, up go their prices to 
the top notch. Large sales, instead of 
being, asis usually the case, the cause of 
cheapening prices, are made the occasion 
of doubling piices, and thus by the in- 
crease of sales and the increase of prices 
profits are increased four times. The ad- 
vance also is out of all reason in amount. 
On its face the action of the ice dealers is 
nota fair move to make fair profts, but 
the greedy grab of a monopoly combine 
formed to to prey upon the nevessities of 
the people.

SOME SUGGESTIVE DEALS IN REAL ESTATE 
IN CAMP SPRING VALLEY. 


Capt. John N. Bofinger Supposed te Be the 
Representative ofthe Kallread Compa- 
nies Whe Is Buying Real Estate for the 
New Union Depot—Property Seid atthe 
Owner’s Price—Machine shops aad Fac- 
tories Bougit at Owners’ Prices. 


The announcement of the project to build 
the new Union Depot at Twenty-third street 
and Washington avenue has aroused a good 
deal of interest among citizens generally, and 
the property owners of that section in par- 
ticular. The owners of the land which would 
be used for railroad purposes are decidedly in 
favor of the scheme, though for financial 
reasons they have tightened their grasp on 
their property a little, and determined to 
make better terms now than they would 
have made before the PosT-DISPATCH 
announced the plan. The emissaries 
of the railroad companies are 
continuing their negotiations, quietly buying 
all the property they can get hold of, or 
securing options upon what cannot be bought 
outright. The fact that private residences 
have gone into the hands of the representa- 
tives of railroad companies has given assur 
rance to those interested that the determina- 
tion of the railroad managers is to 
place the depot there. In all the 
discussion of this most important 
question, but one considerable objection has 
been urged to it and that is instantly met by a 
suggestion for overcoming it. Itis said that 
there would be a great objection to having the 
rallroad tracks cross Olive street. No doubt 
there would be, but the suggestion which off- 
sets itis that, since the tracks would be in 
the valley, it would be an easy matter to build 
a viaduct, commencing on the bhilisides 
east and west, high enough to permit 


trains to pass under it, and thus practically 
raise the streetitwelveor fourteen feet and give 
the railroads the level. The valley is deep 
enough to permit this, for the hilltops are on 
Seventeenth and Twenty-sixth streets and the 
decline from there towards the center is very 
steep. The feasibility of the plan leads the 
property owners to think that the railroad 
men have considered it, and this will probably 
be the proposition which will be offered to any 
objection raised tothe crossing of Ulive street. 
WHO THE BUYER IS.

CIVIL COURTS. 


Cases Disposed of Under the Dome To-Day. 


A temporary injunction was granted this 
morning by Judge Valliant Inthe case of A. 
R. Pippitt and Marguis D. Crane against F. 
A. Siefert, a collector, to prevent him prose- 
cuting a suit against them out of this 
State. Pippitt and Crane are employes 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. and are 
men offamily. They became indebted to Sei- 
fert, a professional collector, but could not 
pay the debt. The head of a family in this 
State is exempt from execution under a judg- 
ment to the amount of $800 and unless the 
head of a family is worth more than that 
sum a judgment cannot be collected. Credit: 
ors have tried to get around the law in a great 
many ways and have levied on the effects of 
men who were at the head ofa family and 
have been made to pay for theirrashness. A 
new dodge is now being tried and was at- 
tempted in this case. Seifert went to East St. 
Louis, in another State, and there entered 
suit against Pippitt and Crane. He obtained 
judgment against them and returning to St. 
Louls, this State, garnished the wages of 
these men at the Western Union Telegraph 
office. The law ofthis State says the salary 
of the head of a family for the last thirty days 
is exempt from garnishment and cannot 
be taken for a debt. Pippitt and

neys, and applied to Judge Valliant for a writ 
toenjoin Seifert from collecting in this State 
the judgment obtained in Iilinois.

His wife demanded support, which de 
claims he could not give. She sued him, not 
for divorce, but for money, and he told the 
story related here in court yesterday.

NEARING THE PARK. 


THE LINDELL FLECTRIC RAILWAY BEING 
RAPIDLY EXTENDED WEST WABD. 
What Mr., Capen Reports Concerning Pro- 
gress—Another Name Sent ia Fer the 
Street Commissioner’s Berth—Mr. Guth- 
rie Is Sure Be Will Be Confirmed—The 

Sprinkling—City Ball Gossip. 


President Geo. D. Capen of the Lindell 
Rall way called at the office of the Street Com- 
missioner to-day to make arrangements con- 
cerning some of the poles be proposes to erect 
for his new electric liae. These poles are the 
ones to be erected in the center line of the 
street and lighted with electric lights. Mr. 
Capen was asked if he was ready to report 
progress, and said: We are now laying 
tracks as fast as we can and are on the 
extension at De Boliviere avenue, 
which is 8,080 feet wast of Union 
avenue. Weare putting down a track which 
can’t be equalled in St. Louis. In most places 
we are using a 78-pound rail, and putting 
the ties two feet apart instead of five, as is the 
general custom.

When that track is finished there will 
be no obstruction in the way of rapid travel, 
except the capacity of the car to go and the 
ordinance setting the limit to the rate. To- 
morrow afternoon some of the members of 
the Board of Public Improvements will 
go with me to Forest Park 
for an informal inspection of the 
site and location of our pavillion 
The pavillion will be 800 feet inside the park 
and Jam going to spend $25,000 on it, asl 
promised, and when it is completed it will be 
worth the money. 

We will begin our work on the main line 
very shortly. An order bas been sent to Brill 
of Philadelphia, for a special 30-foot motor 
car we aregoing to try. The entrance to the 
car will be near the middle of one side, and 
the thing when complete will seat forty-seven 
people.

The distinction between a ‘‘picker’’ 
latruckman is not very great, but the 
mpanies took advantage of the distinction 
gracefully accede to the strikers without 
sing any of their characteristic dignity. 

The superintendents held a meeting late 

cterday afternoon and discussed the situa

anee of the strikers giving in and the 
gperintendents thoroughly appreciated the 
gravity ofthe situation.

Mindak made a 
speech calling on the men to arrive at 
some definite understanding right away asa 
number of them were out of money and some- 
thing must be done to keep together. He 
stated what the offer of the superintendents 
was and a majority of the men greeted his 
remarks with applause. Otber speeches were 
made calling upon the men to bold out for 
$1. per day, but such sentiments, while 
belng applauded,were apparently not as pop- 
uldr as the idea of returning to work Au 
effort was made to have a vote taken, but in 
consequence of the lack of unanimity in the 
meeting such a thing was Impossible. Then 
Mindak stood up on Lis chair and said he was in 
for returning to work atthe rates offered by the 
company and asked how many were witb 
him. Aloud shout of applause followed and 
the other side was greatly in the minority.

can stand the tremendous temptations to 
which they are subjected. Most of them are 
more or leasignorant stable boys who sud- 
denly find that they are in command of earn- 
ings ranging between $10,000 and $20,000 a 
year and they are courted, flattered and pat- 
ronizeda in the most absurd manner by men of 
wealth and position. All sorts of racing and 
sporting men treat jockeys with flattering con- 
sideration, for the boys sleep in the stalls 
with the forses’’ and know more about their 
runuing qualities thaa any outsider 
no matter how well informed he way be. The 
judgment of jockeys is not, a4 arule, valuable 
in deciding upon the finish of a race, but their 
knowledge of the form of a racehorse and the 
exact condition in which be may bappen to be 
on the eve of the struggle is of great import- 
ance. Hence the champagne, tips and prom- 
ises which are brought to bear upon the boys. 
Most of them have to keepin rigid training, 
denying themselves all but the necessaries of 
life, sO as to keep down to riding weight, and 
this bas a tendency to make them short tem- 
pered. It is not to be wondered at that a joc- 
key occasionally falls by the wayside.

THE MEXICAN VETERANS 


THE DEATH OF AN OLD SOLDIER CALLS 
FORTH REMINISCENCKS, 


Stories Told by These Who served With 
Milton B. Wash—Some Campaigning In- 
cidente—The Advance on Monterey—The 
Capture of the City of Mexico—Thieves 
end Assassins.

URSUANT to an order 
of the president of 
the association, a 
meeting of the Mexi- 
can Veterans was beid 
to-day to adopt reso- 
lutions of respect to 
the memory of the late 
Miiton H. Waeh. 
Those who served in 
the Mexican War are 
now men well advanced in life, as fifty-four 
years have elapsed since the first shot in the 
conflict which added an empire to the terri- 
tory of the United States was fired near what 
is now Brownsville, Texas. There 
are still, however, quite u 
numberof Mexican veterans living in this 
city and many of them keep up their oid 
army associations. Among those who served 
in the war against Mexico are many who have 
since that time held high military command. 
Maj.-Gen. John Pope was an engineer officer 
on the staff of Gen., Zachary Taylor. Gen. D. 
M. Frost held acommission in the Mounted 
Rifles and greatly distingyished himselt under 
Scott. Maj. John Lindsay also held a com- 
mission in the rifle regiment. Gen. D. C. 
Coleman wore a Corporal’s stripes in an Indi- 
ana regiment. Capt. Wm. Bryan served under 
Taylor. 

J. Spore was a Captain of Volunteers. J. A. 
Casey accompanied Doniphan’s expedition. 
John S. Melintyre served under Worth J. Me- 
Kinstry; was first with Gen. Stephen W. 
Kearacey, and afterwards aided mm the occupa- 
tion of California. In fact among the surviv- 
ors of the war now resident in St. Louis, men 


tion of the widely extended tbeater of war. 
The old soldiers are 
ventures and experiences and recalling the 
days when a mere handful of Americans 
overthrew with ease the entire military force 
of arich and populous nation. 
A VETERAN'S EXPERIENCE. 

Few of the veterans have seen more service 
than John 8. MelIntyre. He wae fortunate in 
being able to serve both on the upper line, as 


called, with ite base of operations at Mata- 
moras, and with Scott’s army io tne advance 
upon and capture of the City of Mexico. 
McIntyre wore a sergeant’s chevron in the 
Fourth Regular Infantry, was present 
at the battle of Monterey, was 
sent with Worth’s command to 
reinforce Scott, and participated in the en- 
gagements that led to the fall of the City of 
Mexico. Fe people realize the difficulties 
with which the United States troops had to 
contend,’’ said the sergeant, ‘‘and the 
officers and men never received the credit 
that was their due. We were always operat- 
ing 
country ;every man, woman and child was a 
spy for the enemy, and the odds were always 
from three to six against one. The regulars 
were better trained than any Mexican troops, 
but our voluateers were not so well 
drilled, and had not the experience 
in fighting posessed by their opponents, as & 
long series of smali civil wars had made most 
Mexicans more or less soidiers. Yet we never 
fought a battle that we did not win, nor as- 
saulted a position that we did not carry. Our 
soidiers were very green campaigners when 
they left Matambras to march on Monterey. 
The roads were bad, and it was determined to 
dispense with wagons as far as possibile, and 
to substitute pack mules. Twenty-five 
hundred of them were procured, and packs 
were put on them one morning. 
The reguiars knew something about packing 
but the volunteers were utterly ignorant of 
the art. Within half an hour as amusinga 
scene could be well imagined was enacted. 
Nearly every mule mapaged to rid himself of 
his pack and escaped, For five miles around 
the country was covered with the scattered 
paraphernalia of the army,the mules were not 
caught for days, and several hundreds were 
never heard of. It took about a week to re- 
pair the damage done in haif an hour. 
THE ASSAULT OF MONTEREY. 

„Before we reached Monterey there was a 
good deal of anxiety felt as tothe issue of the 
approacbing battle. The town was 
excellentiy fortified, the streeis and 
bonses gave great advantages in street 
fig ting tothe defenders. The garrison was 


| more than three times as numerous as the as 


sauulting force and included a very large pro- 
portion of what was then regarded as very 
excelient cavairy. We first had todo with 
the oavaliry, and we infantry men watched 
with intense interest the first encounters be- 
tween our dragoons and the Mexican lancers. 


The first fight leaw was on the plain living to 
the nortbeast of Monterey. A _ troop of 
dragoons attacked about three squadrons 
of Mexican cavalry. The latter were 
excellently drilled, were far better 
riders than our men, and withtheir fiving 
penons presented aformidable and martial 
appearance. The resultofthe fight was an 
indication of what the warwas tobe. Our 
dragoons rode straight atthe enemy, disre- 
garding the freofa section ofartillery. The 
Mexicans began asputter of their escopetas 
and clumsy horsepistols, but scarcely waited 
tor one good push, running away as s00n as 
the leading rank of our calvary struck them. 
Our men and horses were so much beavier 
and stronger that they rode right 
over those opposed to them. 
The Mexican colonel in command 
was s0 maddened by the behavior of his 
men that be put a pisto! to his head and biew 
his brains out. We attacked the city on two 
sides, the fight lasting two days. It wus 
defended by a numerous infantry and a well- 
served artillery, the Mexicans understanding 
bow to handle siege guns although weak 
as regards field batteries The town ought 
never to have been taken and would not bave 
been had the Mexicans been fighters. But 
at Monterey u weakness was shown that char- 
acterized them throughout the war. They 
never would standacharge and as soon as 
the line of bayonets got near 
them broke and ran, no matter 
what the odds in their favor might 
be. They were also wretched marksmen and 
the larger percentage of our losses were from 
artillery. 
THE STORMING 

ofthe famoustane leading to the houses on 
the plaza was the decisive point im the battie. 
The Mexicans believed it inpregnabie, as it 
was swept byartillery and commanded by 
musketry. But five companiesrushed at it

and carfied it ina moment, the Mexican in- 
fantry running away as soon as we ap- 

roachec. When we reached the shelter of 

ouses some one, itnever was discovered who, 
gave the order to fall back, which was obeyed, 
and the Mexicans recccupied their positions. 
As soon as it was found that the order was a 
mistake the men of thelrown accord turned 
about and acain stormed the lane. itis a hor- 
ribie thing to see astorming column enter a 
town. The soldiers looked more like fiends 
than men, They were yelling and shouting, 
their eyes were bloodshot with excitement, 
and for a time they were practically crazy. 
Some deéeds of violence were done which 
everyone aiterwards regretted, but the Mex!- 
cans never got over the terror inspired by the 
ussaulting columbp. When we got into the city 
we carried on the fight in a peculiar manner, 
‘lhe houses were full of Mexicans and the 
plaza was swept by balls. We got pickaxes, 
dug through the adobe walis,and thus carried 
bouse after house. 

CHAPULTEPEC AND THE CITY. 

„With Scott's army the losses were heavier, 
as the positions were stronger. I was with 
one of the three companies that stormed 
Chapultepec. This fort was on a precipice, 
approached by a winding road. It ought to 
have beep held against an army, but was 
carried Ly less than three bundred men. No 
geveraiship was possible, it being a soldiers’ 
fight. The Mexican infantry, who were per- 
fectiy protected, had been firing conper ul- 
lets at us, which were roughened and gashed 
in order to make paistul wounds, and our 
men were lu a fury. How we got up the road 
and over the heavy stone wall I never knew. 
When we were inside the Mexicans had a 
rough time of it. Lhey were penned up so

DEALING WITH ASSASSINS. 

Asthe advance guard entered several shots 
were fired from a large house.
